The opinion of Attorney-General Stanbery is already 
bringing forth evil fruit.

miserably crowded in a little log-house lighted by eight 
panes of glass, but there is no energy here ; that is 
none of the kind which acts promptly, and it is hard 
work to overcome the inertia. I am altogether happy 
in the new field ; this is quite different from what I an¬ 
ticipated. I had thought my lines were hitherto in 
such pleasant places that when others talked of sacri¬ 
fices I could not realize there were any, but the coming 
here would be a sacrifice ; so that it is pleasanter than 
all before! Is not this very often our experience? 
The most forbidding exterior has the sweetest kernel.
